MURDERER A 


HAUNTED MAN 


W<X)dbiiry. N. J., Aug. 2S.—"I killed 
ft man and want to pay the penalty," 
Baid a strange man as he stood in tliQ 
dMIcG of Sheriff Jones in this city. Tho 
sheriff looked upon the man In aston- 
ishment. believing him to be a manlao, 
but as the stranger was accompanied 
by John Ram bo, a farmer, by whom 
ho bad been employed and who seem- 
ed to feel that his story was true, the 
official paid closer atteention and gnvo 
credence to It. The story was verified 
and the conscience-stricken man will 
be held to await removal to Virginia, 
whore the murder was committed last 
winter. 


The 
self-confessed slayer is Carl 
Verbele, a bright, able-bodied German, 
of about 21 years of age. He came to 
work for Rambo, whose farm is In 
Woolwich township, in February last, 
and his work was entirely satisfac- 
tory. At times, though, he seemed to 
be suffering from attacks of deepest 
melancholy 
and 
sometimes 
In 
tho 
night ho would cry out and groan in 
greatest agony. The man went to his 
'employer and with tears in his eyes, 
eald: 


"Mr. Rambo, this thing haß gone far 
enough; I am a murderer and want 
to give mypolf up to tlie authorities. 
The man I killed haa been before my 
eyes every minute since I committed 
the crime aud I can't stand it any 
longer; 
I want you to take me to 


Rambo said he tried to put the man 
off, believing that he was laboring un- 
der a hallucination, but Verbele was 
so insistent that he finally decided to 
take him tc the sheriff. 


The story wag to the effect that on 
t h e night of January 19 last Verbele 
liad gotten into a quarrel over a small 
amount of money in a game of cards 
with one Joseph Gentry, in a b a m at 
<?ate City. Scott county, Virginia, and, 
felling his antagonist with a heavy 
'Club, was stricken wltk horror to And 
;that he had killed him. 
He fled at 
once and made his way to New Jersey, 
and after a time secured employment 
Ton Rambo's farm, where he was known 
'as "Pearl Barbie." Several times, ho 
said, he was on tho point of giving 
himself up, but visions of the gallows 
always came to him, and he did not 
"know which was the worst, to suffer 
from these visions or those of the man 
he had slain. 


As soon as the story was completed 
Sheriff Joneg wired the authorities of 
Gate City and locked the man In a 
cell of the county Jail, where he seem- 
ed to find gi'eat comfort. 
Later the 
sheriff 
received 
a 
dispatch 
from 
Virginia, stating that the man's story 
is entirely true, and that a large re- 
ward had been offered for his arrest, 
search for him having been kept up 
for months.

boats, which they Jumped into as th» 
vessel began to go down. With their 
knives they aevored tho ropes as thft 
waters 
level was reached, and

small boat was thrown far out on t h o ' 
waves. 
They furthermore say 
that 
they discovered through tho blackness 
and storm the figures of part of tha 
awakened crew, who some of them • 
managed to crowd Into another of the • 
ship's 
boats.

caught in a trough of the aea, throw» • 
violently against the ventilators andt 
then wedged fast. Their pitiful cry for

MURDERER A 
HAUNTED MAN 


W<X)dbury. N, J., Aug. 2S.—‘‘I killed 
s man and want to pay ih^ penalty,” 
Bald a strange man as he stood in tlio 
DtllcG of Sheriff Jones In this city. Tho 
shoriff looked upon the man In aston­ 
ishment. believing him to be a maniac, 
but 05 the stranger was accompanied 
by John Ram bo, a fsirmer, by whom 
ho bad been employed and who seem­ 
ed to feel that his story was true, the 
oi]i<'ial paid closer atteentlon and gnvo 
credence to it. The story was verified 
and the conscience-stricken man will 
be held to await removal to Virginia, 
whore the murder was committed last 
winter. 
The 
self-confessed slayer is Carl 
Verbele, a bright, able-bodied German, 
of about 21 years of age. He came to 
work for Rambo, whose farm is In 
Woolwich township, in February last, 
and his work was entirely satisfac­ 
tory. At times, though, he seemed to 
be suffering from attacks of deepest 
melancholy and sometimes In 
tho 
night ho would cry out and groan in 
greatest agony. The man went to his 
'employer and with tears in his eyes, 
said: 
‘\Mr. Rambo, this thing haß gone far 
enough; I a*m a murderer and want 
to give mypolf up to tlie authorities. 
The man I killed has been before my 
eyes every minute since I committed 
the crime and I can’t stand it any 
longer; I want you to take me to 
:jail.’* 
Rambo said he tried to put the man 
off, believing that he was laboring un­ 
der a hallucination, but Verbele was 
so Insistent that he finally decided to 
take him tc the sheriff. 
The story wag to the effect that on 
the night of January 19 last Verbele 
liad gotten into a quarrel over a small 
amount of money in a game of cards 
W'lth one Joseph Gentry, in a bam at 
Gate City, Scott county, Virginia, and, 
felling his antagonist with a heavy 
^cluh, was stricken with* horror to find 
¿that he had killed him. 
He fled at 
once and made his way to New Jersey, 
and after a time secured employment 
Ton Rambo^s farm, where he was known 
'as “Pearl Barbie." Several times, ho 
said, he was on tho point of giving 
himself up, but visions of the gallows 
always came to him, and he did not 
*know which was the worst, to suffer 
from these vl.sion5 or those of the man 
he had slain. 
As soon as the story was completed 
Sheriff Joneg wired the authorities of 
Gate City and locked the man In a 
cell of the county Jail, where he seem­ 
ed to find gi'eat comfort. 
Later the 
sheriff 
received 
a 
dispatch 
from 
Virginia, stating that tha man's story 
is entirely true, and that a large re­ 
ward had been offered for his arrest, 
search for him having been kept up 
for months. 
Verbele will be hold to 
await tho arrival of ofllcers from Vir­ 
ginia. 


Verbele's Grim© In Virginia. 
Gate City, Va., Aug. 29.—A man in 
Jail at Woodbury, N. J., who confessed 
to being a murderer, is beyond ques­ 
tion Pearl Verbele, who on the night 
of the 19th of last January murdered 
Joseph Gentry over a cai'd game in the 
Peters building in Gate City. Gentry 
had won and picked up the monoy. 
Verbele ordered him to law down the 
money and immediately dealt Gentry 
a fatal blow on the head with a heavy 
plank, causing his doath in a few 
hours. Verbele disappeared that night.

STEAMER 8DSIKS, 20 DROWNED 


The Pcconic, Struck By Huge Waver 
Goes Down Off «Florida Coast« 
Jacksonville, Fla,, Aug. 29. — The 
American steamship Peconic encoun­ 
tered a fierce gale off the coast of 
l^'lorida. Twenty of the crew of 22 
were dr®wned. The ship was struck 
by an enormous wave, the cargo shift­ 
ed and the ship sank. 
Two of the 
L*rew, an Italian and a Spaniard, se­ 
cured 
tho 
lifeboat and landed on 
Amelia Beach about noon and told tlie 
Btory of the disaster. The vessel waj 
laden with coal from Philadelphia i^r 
Kew Orleans. 
In less than 10 minutes after th© 
alarm 4iad been given she had gone 
to th,^ Ixittom and no trace of her was 
left upon the >vaters. 
1‘ho account of the. ^scfipe of the 
two men out of all the- ship'# -crew was 
remarkable. One of these men was at 
the wheel at the time Ihe order was 
given; the other was upon watch. As 
son as the ship began to careen these 
two men rushed for one of the siuall 


boats, which they jumped into as the 
vessel began to go down. With their 
knives they aevored tho ropes as th® 
waters level was reached, and the • 
small boat was thrown far out on tho ’ 
waves. 
They furthermoro say that 
they discovered through tho blackness 
and storm the figures of part of tha 
awakened crew, who some of them • 
managed to crowd into another of tha • 
ship’s 
boats. 
This 
wae, 
however, 
caught in a trough of tho sea, throw» • 
violently against the ventilators and 
thon wedged fast. Their pitiful cry tow 
help could be heard as the ship went 
do^*n into the sea which swallowed 
her up. 
Alone through the balanco of tke 
night, in the awful wash of waters, 
with tho storm raging and throateoins 
each moment to swamp their small 
boat, these two men were gradually, 
borne ashore toward Amelia Island. 
Their condition was pitiable, with a ll. 
the marks of a savage battle amid 
tompestuous seas, with clothing tor» 
off and death or shipwreck starine: , 
them In tho face. 


NEGRO LYNCHED BY MOB 


Hanged Frona Bridge and His Body * 
Riddled With Bullets. 
Newberne, N. C., Aug. 28. — John 
Moore, a negro, 20 >ears of ago, was 
taken from the Craven county Jail 
in this city and lynched by a mob of 
100 masked men armed with rifios and 
revolvers. 
With his hands tied behind him, the • 
negro was led out about a third of a 
mile from tho jail to tho draw of the 
Neuse river bridge, hanged to one of 
its braces and hla body riddled with 
bullets. Entrance to tlic Jail was ef­ 
fected by forcing tho Jailer to surren­ 
der the keys.

Infield work in Andalusia has been soa- 
pended for a considerable time, and 
crops are threatened with total de­ 
struction.

Shortly after noon on last Thursday 
heay thunder showers visited this section 
and continued to pour down rain until 
noon on Friday, causing all streams to 
overflow their banks and flood low lands.

ELECTRICITY ,AB A STIMULANT

nnd brilliancy of coloring, 
phenomena "which soom in- 
compatible with the climate. 
For the 
Arctic summer, though 
nlghtlpps, 
la 
very short, the sun is low, and its rays 
are often intorcopted by fog and clouds, 
so that it cannot furnish an amount of 
li;rht and heat favorable to very rapid 
growth. 


The Investigations of Professor Lem- 
stvom, of Holslngfors, and others, tend 
to show that electricity exerts a great 
influence on the growth of plants, and 
this view is conflrmPd by the luxuriant 
vegetation of the zone of action of that 
violent oloctricnl mnnifestation. the au- 
rora borealis. 
Furthermore, a close 
connectiou has been found, in Finland, 
between fruitfulness and frequency of 
auroras. 
Finally, Lemstrom was led 
to attribute to the sharp points of 
plants, such as the beard of grains, 
the function of "lightning rods,*' TN'hlch 
collect atmospheric electricity and facil- 
itate the exchange of the charges of 
the air and the ground. 


Thereupon lie proceeded to submit 
the suspected elToct of electricity upon 
vepTotable growth to the test of experi- 
ment. beginning in lSS.j with a num- 
ber of flower pots containing similar 
soil and seed. 
Some of the pots were 
subjected to the action of an influence 
or inductive statical electric machine, 
one pole of which Avas connected with 
the soil in the pot, and the other with 
a wire netting stretched over it. 
The 
other pots were left to nature. 
The 
electric machine was driven 
several 
hours daily. 
Within a week the elec- 
trified plants showed a more vigorous 
growth than the others, and in eight 
weeks the disparity in weight, of grain 
and straw alike, amounted to forty per 
cent. 
This favorable result suggested 
a field experiment 
with 
barley, 
in 
which an increase of thirty-seven per 
cent, was obtained by electrification. 
In the following year the experiments 
were extended to various plants. 
The 
results wore contradictory in some re- 
spect.s, and showed that the advantage 
dorivablo from olectroculture depends 
also upon other factors, such as tem- 
perature, 
moisture of 
air and 
soil, 
and the natural fertility and the ma- 
nuring of the latter. 
The supply of 
water proved to be of e.special im- 
portance. 
Extensive experiments with 
potatoes, carrots and celery show^ed 
increases in crop of from thirty to 
seventy per cent. 
Potted strawberry 
plants, in the greenhouse, 
produced 
ripe fruit, under electrical influence, 
in half the usual time. 
Small differ- 
ences, 
possibly . due' to 
extraneous 
causcs, appeared Avhen the direction of 
the current was reversed. 
Other field 
experiments gave increases of 45, 55. 
occasionally 85 per cent, for grain, and 
cabbage, tobacco, 
flax, 
turnips 
and 
peas grew bettor without electrifica- 
tion than with it. 


Then Lemstrom, in order to test the 
effect of climate on 
electro-culture, 
transferred his experiments from Fin- 
land to Burgundy, where be found his 
earlier observations confirmed, partic- 
ularly in regard to the great Influence 
of irrigation. 
He concluded that the 
more vigorous growth induced by elec- 
tricity must be sustained by a rapid 
Ingestion of food, that Is to say—a rich 
soil being presupposed—by an abun- 
dant supply of water. 
With copious 
watering peas, which in the earlier 
experiments had reacted unfavorably 
to electrification, now showed a dif- 
ference of seventy-five per cent. In 
favor of the electrified plants, carrots 
gave an Increase of 125 per cent, and 
sugar beets augmented their percent- 
age of sugar by fifteen per cent, 
The 
experiments in Burgundy 
also 
con- 
firmed the importance of ihe character 
of the soil. 
The richer the soil, the 
greater is the advantage of electrical 
culture, which is quite useless In very 
poor ground. 
Hence, the Sahara can- 
not be converted into a garden 
by 
electro-culture. 


In 
1888 
Lemstrom's 
experiments 
ceased for a time,' but other investi- 
gators attacked the problem from a 
different side, endeavoring to affect by 
electrification, not the growing plant, 
but the seed. 
The Russian botanist. 
Spechnlew, submitted grain to electri- 
cal action, and thought that it sprouted 
earlier and more vigorously than ^'ain 
not so treated. 
Pautens, who iu 1894 
repeated Spechniew's experiments on 
a larger scale, came to the conclusion 
that electricity had no effect on dry

fruitfulness over 
the 
plants

were ahieUled by the netting from 
natural electrical action. 


In 1898 Lemstrom resumed his exper- 
iments with the aid of an improveil 
electrical machine and distributing ap- 
paratus. 
Again ho observed remark- 
able increases of crop—with tobacco 
40, potatoes 50, peas 56. sugar beets 40, 
carrots 37, grain 25 to 30 per cent. 
Spechniew and Bcrtholon obtained sim- 
ilar results. 


As it is not practical to cover fields 
with electrified nets, and as the influ- 
ence of atmospheric 
electricity 
had 
been proved. Lagrange and 
Paulina 
have recently sought to increase the 
supply of the latter by setting among 
the plants galvanized iron rods to serve 
as conductors, and have thus obtained 
great increase in crops. 
This, as well 
as other methods of electroculture, is 
probably too expensive to be applied 
to ordinary field crops. 


But in the cultivation of fruits and 
vegetables, 
particularly 
\mder 
glass, 
the economic conditions are very dif- 
ferent. For, as electroculture promises 
not only greater, but also earlier crops, 
which command high prices, its intro- 
duction would secure to local garden- 
ers large sums which now go to the 
Soutli and would, at the same time, 
benefit consumers by reducing price.s 
somewhat. 
Floriculture offers another 
promising field for the application of 
electrical methods. 


All this, however, belongs to the fu- 
ture. Much study and experiment and 
probably many failures must precede 
the general introduction of electrocul- 
ture, though the results already ob- 
tained are certainly promising. 


In what way is the growth of plants 
affected by electricity? 
Plants trans- 
form the energy of the sun's rays into 
chemical energ>-- Though the heat pro- 
duced by the electric current may have 
some direct effect, especially in ger- 
mination, the electrical energy supplied 
cannot, in general, replace or 
even 
greatly reinforce the energy of sun- 
shine. 
It is rather to be regarded as 
a stimulus to metabolism and all the 
vital processes. 
One of these is the 
capillary elevation of water, which is 
promoted by a positive electric current 
flowing upward. 
This is one possible 
explanation of the promotion of growth 
by electricity, and 
though 
in 
some 
cases the best effect is obtained by di- 
recting the positive current downward, 
or in the opposite direction to the as- 
sumed principal flow of sap. these ex- 
ceptions may mean that more food is 
supplied by the leaves than is common- 
ly supposed. 
Another possibility is an 
increase in activity in both leaves and 
roots. 
The electrical influence on the 
flow of sap, however, appears to be 
proved by the ract that electroculture 
is beneficial only in connectiou with an 
abundant supply of water. 
According 
to Kermey, there is also an electrolysis 
of water within the plant, and furthet 
experiment may prove the existence of 
other 
electrical 
actions. — Scientific 
American.

The col- 
lege games and contests of one kind or 
another are now the chief stronghold 
of amateur sport in this country, and 
the price of keeping them clear of men 
who follow athletics for the dollars (or 
their equivalent) that is in them is a 
vigilance at least as untiring as is tra- 
ditionally paid for liberty. 
Indeed, it 
takes a little stricter vigilance than is 
obtainable, so urgent is the demand for 
strong players on the college teams, 
and so devious and obscure tlie wiles 
by which they are procured.—Harper's 
Weekly.

¡Mining Meerehatim In Turkey. 
At present there are four districts 
in Turkey in which anyone who so 
desires may enter into the business 
of meershaum mining simply by pay­ 
ing the Ottoman government the sum 
demanded for a license—namely, five 
pilastens. These districts, as rescrib- 
ed by the Revus Scientifique, are Sarl- 
Sou, Sepetdji, Geikli and Menlon. The 
6,000 miners already engaged in this 
industry are Kurds and Persians, and 
all of them work according to the 
most primitive methods. The work is 
carried on night and day by means of 
petroleum lamps, the blocks of meer­ 
shaum being brought to the surface 
still imbedded in their matrix. 
On 
the weekly sale day üie workmen meet 
and sell their goods to the “luledjis,” 
or pipe manufacturiers of Esklchehlr. 
'Hie blocks are then, taken to the town 
and washed, after which they are cut 
Into suitable pieces w<hile the matter 
Is still very soft Sorting and class­ 
ing Is then proceeded with, and ths 
“tuledjis,” in their turn, sell 
their 
purchases to the larger dealers, who 
export the meerschaum, carefully en- 
'veloped In cotton wadding. 
Meer­ 
schaum is composed of about 70 per 
cent, of carbonate of magnesia, 0.25 
of ftllex and 0.05 of aluminium. 


Mount McKinley. 
Mout McKinley, the highest peak on 
the continent of North America, waa 
visited last season by a party of'the 
United States Geological Survey.

far as Is known this is the first tim« 
that white men have reached even the 
slopes of the peak, though its altitude 
was determined from a distance, in 
1898. 
The mountain is a great dome­ 
shaped mass, formed of Intrusive rock, 
that towers to an elevation of more 
than 
20,000 
feet 
above 
sea-leveL 
Though so much higher than Mount 
St. Elias its ascent Is probably not so 
dlfiicult, and the task will probably be 
soon attempted.. 
Details of the routes 
of approach to the mountain are soon 
to be printed by officers of the Geolog­ 
ical Survey.

Inasmuch as the claim is at times 
made that typhoid fever is commuul- 
oatod through the agonoy of vogotablos 
grown in a soil infcoted with typhoid 
bacilli 
through 
drainage 
or 
other- 
iviso, it is of intorost to study a rocent 
Enropeau investigation by Dr, Clau- 
dity- dealing with this subjoot. 


Ho found that when fresh iyphoid 
bacilli wore placed in the earth thoy 
wore not particularly adnplivo to new 
conditions, and did not nourish, but 
if thoy wore associated with other bac- 
teria \vhich were native to the soil 
thoy were more hardy, and could bo 
propagateti in the form of cultures 
Avhioh will endure in the ground for 
several months. 


Fsing some bacteria developed in 
this way, a thorough test of the sus- 
ceptibility of vegetables for harboring 
these 
uVicro-organisms 
wns 
made. 
First there wore planted in soil thus 
infected poas, radishes, cross and other 
vegetables, 
-which were 
allowed 
to 
grow until several inches in height. 
Thoy -were then out off level with the 
groiind, and after being washed with 
sterilized water they -were bruised in 
bouillon, a substance which is particu- 
larly favorable for the 
dovolopment 
of bacteria. 
The results showed that 
in only one of the four oxperimonts 
coyld any typhoi(,V bacilli bo delected. 


It: was then determined to ascertain 
whether the bacteria penetrated to the 
interior of the plants, and for this pur- 
pose their surface was flrst washed 
with a solution of bichloride of mer- 
cury, which would have the olYect ot 
killing any germs with which it came 
in contact, but at the same time would 
not necessarily penetrate to the inte- 
rior and act on any micro-organisms 
Jn the inner tissue of the plant.

Ttmperance Workers Learning Valu* 
Moderation In Attack—Two New 
¡Laws from which Good Resulte Are 
expected—Blow at the “Club” Evil. 


No one needs to be told that the 
, ^ ¡Creat curse of England is drunken- 
aesB, writes Sidney Brooks, the Lon- 
•ion corespondent of the 
New York 
Commercial 
Advertiser. But 
only 
'those who have seen with their own 
•eyes can realize how appalling is the 
.national affliction, how much of the 
'bestiality, crime and hopelessness of 
‘the English poor flows from it; how 
•terrible and unceasing is its drain on 
the physical and mental vigor of the 
Inasses. However little one may sym­ 
pathize with 
extremists 
as a rule, 
there are moments when one can for- 
V #ive an English temperance reformer 
-anything and everything. He may ex­ 
aggerate, he may be impractical, he 
may be defeating his own end by his 
tunmeasured violence, but the provoca­ 
tion he meets with whenever he sets 
)‘ffoot out of doors is something of which 
Americans have, happily, no concep- 
Í tion. There is no need to penetrate 
Into the city slums. These seems to 
be hardly a hundred years In* any part 
of London without its saloon, and its 
■crowd of shuffling, sodden, inhuman- 
looking men and women; and it is 
•easy to understand that the sight of 
them, acting on a zealous and emotion­ 
a l nature, must hurry it into excesses 
•of rhetoric and unreasoning counter 
«trokes. There is no country where 
it is so hard to be moderate on the 
■drink question as' in England, and the 
.measure of the hysteria provoked by 
Its discussion gives the measure of the 
national vice. I believe, however, the 
temperance party has in great part 
jeam ed its lesson. The overwhelming 
rejection by the country of Sir Wil­ 
liam Harcourt’s local veto bill brought 
it up face to face with the unescapable 
fact that moderation is the political 
key note of England and Englishmen. 
Since then it has worked on humbler 
■and more practical lines and not with- 
• out success. The difficulties In Its 
,T^y are colos'sal. There Is no industry 
flo wealthy, so splendidly organized 
In and out of parliament and so influ­ 
ential as the brewing and distilling 
trade, and whenever it is attacked it 
puts up the stubbomest of fights. Add 
to this its political alliance with the 
Conservatives and its consequent hold 
over the church, add further the Eng­ 
lish aversion to fanaticism of all kinds, 
the appealingness of the 
cry 
that 
“the British workingman is 
being 
robbed of his beer,’’ and you may well 
Imagine thenj is hardly any reform in 
the social sphere more difficult to ef­ 
fect than that of temperance. Indeed, it 
will never be grappled with seriously 
until a government, following out the 
suggestions of Lord Peel’s commls- 
elects to stand or fall by its reg­ 
ulation of the drink traffic, and of that 
in the present timidity of the “gov­ 
erning classes” there Is but the slight­ 
est hope. 
Meanwhile there came into force on 
the first day of this new year two 
acts, that so far as they go are an ef­ 
fort of some value to diminish drunk­ 
enness. Whether Indeed they are not 
too stringent and, therefore, liable td 
fall through 
non-enforcement is 
a 
point that is being a good deal dis­ 
cussed. Their provisions, at any rate, 
are 
worth 
summarizing. Hencefor­ 
ward a man—and, of course, a woman/ 
too,—^who has been Judged by a magis­ 
trado to be an “habitual drunkard” 
iWlll be liable to a fine if within three 
years after the date of his offense if 
be even attempts to obtain liquor on 
any licensed premises. Any license 
bolder who supplies him with drink, 
.or allows any other person to do so, 
will be liable to a fine of |50 for the 
first offense and $100 for later ones. 
'> Th(e provision applies not only to sa­ 
loon keepers, but to grocers and clubs. 
Row, it may be asked, is a publican 
or a club manager or a grocer to know 
an habitual drunkard when he sees 
him? The answer, whether partial or 
complete has yet to be proved, is 
found in the provision that directs the 
police to forward the particulars of 
each case, the name and address and 
personal description of the offender, to 
all license holders. The police, too, 
are specially enjoined to assist license 
holders in identifying confirmed in­ 
ebriates. It is almost impossible at 
present to say whether these provi­ 
sions will prove workable and effica­ 
cious. The difficulties 
of enforcing 
them are palpable on 
the surface. 
Magistrates, however, have already be­ 
gun to apply the new act with vigor, 
and two men who were brought up 
yesterday before the West l^ndon po­ 
lice court charged with drunkenness 
and proved to have been convicted 
three times within the last twelve 
months were at once placed on the 
“black list," and for the next three 
yeara will be fined $5 on their first at­ 
tempt to get a drink and |10 for all 
pubsequent attempts. 
80 much for habitual 
drunkards. 
«The law with regard to ordinary and 
lated drunkenness 
is also made 
•u cb more stringent. Before 
New 
^?Mr’s day a man found drunk and In­ 
capable in a public place was usually 
locked up till be was sober, and tben 


either released or iserved with a sum- 
mons. By the new act he may be ap­ 
prehended and 
charged 
forthwith. 
Should the person at the time of the 
offense be in charge of an infant ap­ 
parently under the age of seven, a fine 
may be imposed up to |10. Again, be­ 
fore New Year's day it was an offense 
to permit drunkenness on licensed 
premises, but to bring home the of­ 
fense was exceedingly difficult, as the 
prosecution had to prove affirmatively 
that the publican did “permit.” Under 
the new act the burden of proof Is 
thrown upon the publican. If a license 
holder is charged 
with ■ permitting 
drunkenness 
and' drunkenness 
is 
proved to have taken place 
on his 
premises, it is now up to him to show 
that he and his employes “took all rea­ 
sonable steps” to prevent it. 
But the provision which has attract­ 
ed the most general notice and is now 
glutting the magistrates with work is 
that which allows a husband to seek 
separation from his wife, or a wife 
from her husband, when either is a 
habitual drunkard. The privilege is 
being availed of on an enormous scale 
and by every class of people. Yester­ 
day at one court a baronet, two 
knights, two solicitors and over a doz­ 
en small tradesmen asked for sum­ 
monses against their wives. The bal­ 
ance may be adjusted as time goes on, 
though the increase of drunkenness 
among women is one of the most no­ 
torious and appalling facts of present- 
day English life. 
In addition to all this, the new acts 
strike a shrewd blow at the drinking 
hells tha are run under the disguise of 
clubs. Henceforward 
all 
clubs, of 
whatever kind, that 
own 
premises 
where intoxicating liquor is supplied 
to members or their guests are to be 
registered and 
a statement of the 
club’s objects, the number of its mem­ 
bers. its rules and regulations, must 
be furnished to the police. No member 
henceforward will be alowed to send 
an agent or servant who is not a mem­ 
ber to fetch liquor for him from the 
club. Clubs that fail to register and 
yet keep on selling intoxicating drinks 
will be liable in the persons of the 
secretary and management committee, 
to a fine of S250. It will be in the 
power of the police or of anybody else 
to represent to a court of summary 
jurisdiction that the club is a bogus 
affair or that there is frequent drunk­ 
enness in it. If the court finds the 
representation proved the club will be 
struck off the register, and will incur 
heavy penalties if still continued. Fa­ 
cilities are also given for search war­ 
rants in case of good reason being 
shown for the belief that a club Is not 
being properly conducted. There are 
several other minor reforms In the 
two acts. They do not, of course, go 
to the root of the evil, and they will 
not stop drunkenness. But if strin­ 
gently enforced they may make the 
drunkard’s life so thoroughly irksome 
that he will consider the question of 
turning over a new leaf from a fresh 
point of view.

It has been found that when the ve­ 
locity of a steamship screw is in­ 
creased above a certain limit, a cavity 
is formed in the water inside which 
the screw revolves, and on account of 
this cavity an increase of power gives 
no increase of speed to the ship.^ This 
phenomenon has been called cavita­ 
tion and mathematical investigation, 
proved 
by 
practical 
experiments, 
show« that it may be avoided by pre­ 
serving a certain ratio between the re­ 
sistance and the propelling surface. 
The speed of some vessels has been 
increased by simply changing their 
screws. 


In a late interesting account of spid­ 
er life, Dr. Dallinger describes the 
ruthless destruction by the Ichneumon 
fly and by certain wasps. The young 
of some wasps can live only on live 
spiders, and the mother wasp, there­ 
fore, renders the spiders powerless by 
her sting—^after which they can live a 
month—and then deposits them in the 
cocoon where she has placed her egg. 
On hatching out, the wasp grub feeds 
on the bodies of the living spiders. 
Another wasp deposits her egg in the 
body of the spider, which is then bur­ 
ied alive and is fed upon by the wasp 
grub.

The Population' of Chlhai. 
Some doubt has been thrown by re­ 
cent travelers upon the correctness 
of the accepted notion that China is 
a land of teeming population. It has 
been asserted that the human hives 
along the seaboard and the great rlv* 
ers of China ought not to be taken 
as basis for estimates; that in those 
parts of the Empire which lie off the 
main routes of traffic (the natural and 
artificial watercourses) 
the 
popula­ 
tion of China is comparatively thin. 
A cencus recently taken by the Pe­ 
kin government for the purpose of 
assessing taxes to meet the indem­ 
nity payments, seems, however, to 
prove the accuracy of the older esti­ 
mates. The cnncus shows that the 18 
provinces ol* Clilna propen contain. 
407,737,305 
inhabitants; 
that Man­ 
churia-has 8,500,000 ■ 
and Mongolia, 
Thibet and Chinese Turkestaa a lit­ 
tle over 10,000,000. The total popula­ 
tion of the Empire is 426,447,325, ac­ 
cording to this enumeration. The ab­ 
solute rellabildty of Asiatic statistics 
Ig questioned; nevertheless, the agree­ 
ment of the results of the cencus with 
the accepted estimates is so close as 
to invite confidence. The statement 
that the Chinese Empire contains one. 
third of the human race will hereafter 
be regarded more than ever as an ap­ 
proximate truth.—Philadelphia Rec­ 
ord.

. The "sudd,” which Infests the White 
Nile and completely blocks navigation 
if not frequently removed, consists 
I chlefiy of papyrus and tiger or ele­ 
phant grass, a kind of bamboo grow 
Ing to a height of 20 feet. ; Up these 
stalks climbs a creeper of the, çon 
volvulus 
species, which binds ' the 
whole mass into a compact, and Im­ 
penetrable submarine thicket. There 
is also Intermixed with this consider­ 
able amhatch and a long sword grass 
that cuts like a knife and is called 
“oomsoof." 
.The method used for 
clearing the “sudd-rldden” portions of 
the river is as follows: 
It Is first 
necessary usually to locate the river 
bed, the sudd being so thick and solid 
that no surface indication of the chan­ 
nel exists. This is done by probing. 
Next the top growth is burnt or cut 
off. Men now cut the sudd along the 
river bank with saws and then divide 
it Into large blocks by means of tran- 
verse cuts. 
The small paddlewheel 
steamboat which Is used for the work 
Is then run up to the open water end 
of the block and fastened to It by 
means of steel hawsers. 
She then 
goes full speed astern until the block 
Is torn loose. This is now towed clear 
and sent adrift down stream. 
By 
means of this process many miles of 
navigable river have already been res 
cued»

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The Flight of Birds. 
Interesting facts as to .filght 
of 
birds have resulted from a long se­ 
ries of observations, whose general 
results have recently been published. 
An eagle was observed by Herges- 
sell, of Strasburg, to fly at a height 
of 0000 feet. 
A lark was detected at an altitude of 
1000 feet. 
Aeronauts have encountered crows 
as high as 4200 feet from the earth. 
These, however, are exceptional al. 
tltudes for birds to attain. As a rule, 
1300 feet seems to be the limit. 
The German Ornithological society 
has been conducting experiments with 
pigeons, and finds that when liberat­ 
ed at a height oi 9000 feet down to 
as little as 2700 feet they drop rapid­ 
ly to a much lower region of the at­ 
mosphere.

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E l e c t r ic it y ,Âb a S t im u l a n t 


•> TO P l a n t G r o w t h . ••• •• ••• 


HE flora of the north po- 
^ 
lar region Is remarkable 
0 
O for rapid growth, fertility 
1 
A JU nnd brilliancy of coloring, 
phenomena which seem in- 
oompatlblo with the climate. 
For the 
Arctic summer, though nightless. is 
very short, the sun is low, and its rays 
nre often intercepted by fog and clouds, 
so that it cannot furnish an amount of 
li;rht and heat favorable to very rapid 
growth. 
The Investigations of Professor Lem- 
stroin, of Helsingfors, and others, tend 
to show that electricity exerts a great 
influence on the growth of plants, and 
this view is confirmed by the luxuriant 
vegetation of the zone of action of that 
violent electrical manifestation, the au­ 
rora borealis. 
Furthermore, a close 
connection has been found, in Finland, 
between fruitfulness and frequency of 
auroras. 
Finally, Lemstrom was led 
to attribute to the sharp points of 
plants, such as the beard of grains, 
the function of “lightning rods,*' w’hlch 
collect atmospheric electricity and facil­ 
itate tho exchange of the charges of 
the air and the gi*ound. 
Thereupon lie proceeded to submit 
the suspected efTect of olectrlcity upon 
vegetable growth to the test of experi­ 
ment, beginning in lSS.j with a num­ 
ber of flower pots containing similar 
soil and seed. 
Some of the pots were 
subjected to the action of an influence 
or inductive statical electric machine, 
one pole of wiiich Avas connected with 
the soil in the pot, and the other with 
a Avire netting stretched over it. The 
other pots were left to nature. 
The 
electric machine was driven several 
hours daily. Within a week the elec­ 
trified plants showed a more vigorous 
growth than the others, and in eight 
weeks the disparity in weight, of grain 
and straw- alike, amounted to forty per 
cent. This favorable result suggested 
a field experiment wMth 
barley, in 
which an increase of thirty-seven per 
cent, was obtained by electrification. 
In the folloAving year the experiments 
w'ere extended to various plants. The 
results were contradictory in some re- 
spect.s, and show^ed that the advantage 
derivable from electroculture depends 
also upon other factors, such as tem­ 
perature, moisture of air and soil, 
and the natural fertility and the ma­ 
nuring of the latter. 
The supply of 
water proved to be of e.special im­ 
portance. Extensive experiments with 
potatoes, carrots and celery show^ed 
Increases in crop of from thirty to 
seventy per cent. 
Potted strawberry 
plants, in tho greenhouse, produced 
ripe fruit, under electrical influence, 
in half the usual time. 
Small differ­ 
ences, 
possibly . due* to 
extraneous 
causes, appeared when the direction of 
the current was reversed. Other field 
experiments gave increases of 45, 55, 
occasionally 85 per cent, for grain, and 
cabbage, tobacco, flax, turnips and 
peas grew better without electrifica­ 
tion than with it. 
Then Lemstrom, in order to test the 
effect of climate on electro-culture, 
transferred his experiments from Fin­ 
land to Burgundy, where he found his 
earlier observations confirmed, partic­ 
ularly in regard to the great influence 
of irrigation. 
He concluded that the 
more vigorous growtli induced by elec­ 
tricity must be sustained by a rapid 
ingestion of food, that is to say—a rich 
soil being presupposed—by an abun­ 
dant supply of winter. 
With copious 
watering peas, Avhich in the earlier 
experiments had reacted unfavorably 
to electrification, now showed a dif­ 
ference of seventy-five per cent. In 
favor of the electrified plants, carrots 
gave an increase of 125 per cent, and 
sugar beets augmented their percent­ 
age of sugar by fifteen per cent, The 
experiments in Burgundy also 
con­ 
firmed the importance of ihe character 
of the soil. 
The richer the soil, the 
greater is the advantage of electrical 
culture, which is quite useless in very 
poor ground. Hence, the Sahara can­ 
not be converted into a garden by 
electro-culture. 
In 
1888 
Lemstrom’s 
experiments 
ceased for a time,* but other investi­ 
gators attacked the problem from a 
different side, endeavoring to affect by 
electrification, not the growing plant, 
but the seed. 
The Russian botanist, 
Spechniew, submitted grain to electri­ 
cal action, and thought that it sprouted 
earlier and more vigorously than gi*ain 
not so treated. 
Pautens, who in 1S94 
repeated Spechniew’*s experiments on 
a larger scale, came to the conclusion 
that electricity had no eft’ect on dry 
seeds, but that it promised excellent 
re.sults Avhen applied in connection 
with moisture—which in itself pro­ 
motes germination. 
The same con­ 
clusion was reached by Kermey, who 
In 18D7 electrified grain strewu on 
moist sand in ^ glass cylinder through 
W’hich it could be observed. The meta! 
top and bottom of the cylinder were 
connected to the poles of a galvanic 
battery. 
But while electrical treatment of dry 
grain Is comparatively simple and 
cheap, electrification during germina­ 
tion U even more difficult and costly 
than the application of electroculture 
%Q the growiug plaut, 
Grandeau 


Leclerq, therefore, returned to the Idt- 
ter method, but. instead of using an 
artificial source, they studied the effect 
of atmospheric electricity by covering 
part of a field with wire netting, 
uncovered plants showeil an Increase 
of r>0 to GO per cent In growth and 
fruitfulness over the plants which 
were shielded by the netting from 
natural electrical action. 
In 181^8 Lemstrom resumed his exper­ 
iments with the aid of an improveil 
electrical machine and distributing ap­ 
paratus. 
Again he observed remark­ 
able Increases of crop—with tobacco 
40, potatoes 50, peas 56, sugar beets 40, 
carrots 37, grain 25 to 30 per cent. 
Spechnlew and Bertholon obtained sim­ 
ilar results. 
As it is not practical to cover fields 
with electrified nets, and as the influ­ 
ence of atmospheric electricity had 
been proved. Lagrange and Paulin» 
bave recently sought to increase the 
supply of the latter by setting among 
the plants galvanized iron rods to serve 
as conductors, and have thus obtained 
great increase in crops. This, as well 
as other methods of electroculture, is 
probably too expensive to be applied 
to ordinary field crops. 
But in the cultivation of fruits and 
vegetables, particularly luider glass, 
the economic conditions are very dif­ 
ferent. For, as electroculture promise» 
not only greater, but also earlier crops, 
which command high prices, its intro­ 
duction would secure to local garden­ 
ers large sums w’hlch now go to the 
Soutii and would, at the same time, 
benefit consumers by reducing prices 
somewhat. Floriculture offers another 
promising field for the application of 
electrical methods. 
All this, however, belongs to the fu­ 
ture. Much study and experiment and 
probably many failures must precede 
the general introduction of electrocul­ 
ture, though the results already ob­ 
tained are certainly promising. 
In what \vay is thé grow’th of plants 
affected by electricity? 
Plants trans­ 
form the energy of the sun’s rays into 
chemical energj'. Though the heat pro­ 
duced by the electric current may have 
some direct effect, especially in ger­ 
mination, the electrical energy supplied 
cannot, in general, replace or even 
greatly reinforce the energy of sun­ 
shine. It is rather to be regarded as 
a stimulus to metabolism and all the 
vital processes. 
One of these is the 
capillary elevation of water, which is 
promoted by a positive electric current 
flowing upward. This is one possible 
explanation of the promotion of growih 
by electricity, and though in some 
cases tho best effect is obtained by di­ 
recting the positive current downward, 
or in the opposite direction to the as­ 
sumed principal flow of sap, these ex­ 
ceptions may mean that more food Is 
supplied by the leaves than is common­ 
ly supposed. Another possibility is an 
increase in activity in both leaves and 
roots. The electrical influence on the 
flow of sap, however, appears to be 
proved by the ract that electroculture 
is beneficial only in connection with an 
abundant supply of water. According 
to Kermey, there is also an electrolysis 
of water within the plant, and furthet 
experiment may prove the existence of 
other electrical actions. — Scientific 
American.

Polo is another, and perhaps there is a 
third. Some yachtsmen may be over- 
eager to win races, and yacht races 
furnish pretty nearly their share Ot 
di.sputes, but it can at least be said of 
the men wiio race the big yachts that 
amusement and glory are the only re- 
w^ards tl^ey strive for. No yachtsman 
pursues yachting for the money there 
is in it. There 1» no shadow of profes­ 
sionalism upon it. 
The sailors and 
skippers are frankly and honorably 
hired men, and the ow^ners are indis­ 
putably amateurs. 
And it Is a rare 
distinction in any sport nowadays to 
be free from professionalism. The col­ 
lege games and contests of one kind or 
another are now tho chief stronghold 
of amateur sport in this country, and 
the price of keeping them clear of men 
who follow athletics for the dollars (or 
their equivalent) that is in them is a 
vigilan(fe at least as untiring as is tra­ 
ditionally paid for liberty. 
Indeed, it 
takes a little stricter vigilance than is 
obtainable, so urgent is the demand for 
strong players on the college teams, 
and so devious and obscure tho wiles 
by which they are procured.—Harper’s 
Weekly.

VEGETABLES DO NOT 
ABSORB TYPHOID GERMS 


Even if Bacteria Are Present on 
Roots and Leaves They Are Not 
Able to Reach the Interior Structure 


Inasmuch as the claim is at times 
made that typhoid fever is communl- 
oated through the agonoy of vogptablos 
grown in a soil infcoted with typhoid 
bacilli 
through 
drainage or 
othor- 
Aviso, it is of interest to study a recent 
European investigation by Dr, Clau- 
dity. dealing with this subjeot. 
Ho found that Avhen fresh typhoid 
bacilli were placed in the earth they 
w’ero not particularly adaptive to new 
conditions, and did not ilouiish, but 
if they w’ere associated with other bac­ 
teria which were native to the soil 
they were more hardy, and could be 
propagated in the form of cultures 
w’hich will endure in the ground for 
several months. 
Using some bacteria developed In 
this way, a thorough test of the sus« 
ceptlbility of vegetables for harboring 
these 
micro-organisms 
was 
made. 
First there were planted in soil thus 
infected peas, radishes, cress and other 
vegetables, which were allowed 
to 
grow until several inches in height. 
They w^ere then cut off level with the 
ground, and after being washed with 
sterilized water they were bruised in 
bouillon, a substance Avhich is particu­ 
larly favorable for the development 
of bacteria. 
The results showed that 
in only one of the four experiments 
coiild any <yphoi(,l^ bacilli be detected. 
It was then determined to ascertain 
w’hether the bacteria penetrated to the 
interior of the plants, and for this pur­ 
pose their surface 'was first washed 
with a solution of bichloride of mer­ 
cury, which would have the elTect of 
killing any germs w’ith w’hich it came 
in contact, but at the same time would 
not necessarily penetrate to the inte­ 
rior and act on any micro-organisms 
in the inner tissue of the plant. 
The 
plants were then tested as before. 
wMth negative results, and the conclu- 
aion was reached that even in the event' 
of bacteria being present on the roots 
or leaves they were not able to reach 
the interior structure.—Harper's Week­ 
ly.
